I am sending you a clipping 
from a daily newspaper in which 
a lady defends birth control. 
Would you kindly answer it? 

The lady bases her argument 
for birth control, as do all others 
who defend it, on expediency, 
and not on sound philosophy. 

The social worker often finds 
poverty in large families and 
concludes that the best solution 
for poverty is restriction of the 
family. The physician finds dis- 
ease, and concludes that the best 
preservation against its spread 
is to limit the number who might 
become infected. 

These are all utilitarian rea- 
sons, reasons of expediency. 
But the morality of an act must 
be determined differently. By 
this process of reasoning the 
severai millions of unemployed 
should be allowed to bring relief 
to themselves in any sort of way. 
The need for relief is there; 
they cannot attain their end in 
the ordinary way, because there 
is no work for them. Therefore, 
what appears to be very wrong 
must become all right. 

The defeat of nature, the mu- 
tilation of an organ, except when 
diseased, the placing of a cause 
and the stopping of the effect, 
are wrong in themselves, and 
no consideration of policy or ex- 
pediency can make the same 
right. The propaganda in favor 
of birth control is not influenc- 
ing the poor half as much as the 
rich; and here the principal ar- 
gumentofits propagandists fails,
